BUD6ET ‘R ELIEF 


Liquidation Of Bonds This 


Year Paves Way For More 


Healthy Condition 


Members of the finance commit­ 
tee of council and Auditor Shelton 
J. Overdorf at a budget meeting in 
the city hall Tuesday night mapped 
plans by which the municipality 
can live within Its income this 
year. paving the way for relief in 
1938 from stringent economy meas 
tues. 
After this year, in which bonds 
totaling $203,810.37 will he liquidat­ 
ed. the city's financial standing 
mil! be considerably improved and 
by 1938 a percentage of the real 
estate tax 
money will he availa­ 
ble for the general fund for oper­ 
ating expenses, it was revealed. 
Bonds Eat Up Revenue 
Previously, revenue from 
real 
estate taxation has gone to retire 
bonds, making the city largely de­ 
pendent upon minor miscellaneous 
sources with which to meet ex­ 
penses. As a result, it has been 
necessary to curtail the police and 
fire departments and other expen­ 
ditures. 
Bonds outstanding here Jan I to­ 
taled approximately 1926.000. Audi­ 
tor Overdorf said. This year’s li­ 
quidation calls for amortisation of 
$164 697.59 in general bonds aud 
$39,112.78 
in 
special assessment 
bonds. 
The budget commission also has 
earmarked $24,764 for tho sinking 
fund this year toward a reserve 
being built up for future bond re­

NIVERSAL desire to do sometbiog about 
the Ohio valley flood disaster is find­

Legislators are demanding action to pie- 
vent recurrences of the disaster. Interest 
in flood control has received a strong im­ 
pulse from Hie unprecedented damage done 
this year by the raging river — an even 
stronger Impulse than was received In lM3o. 
I t s time to realize that limitations on 
Speedy and direct measures of flood con­ 
trol exist. Chief of them It reluctance of 
I 
the public and legislators to face squarely 
"what would he entailed in a program of 
flood control sufficient to protect any great 
river valley from a major flood. 
It would necessitate a coordinated plan 
which doea not 
exist 
at 
present. 
There 
■would need to be a more comprehensive 
massing of information shout floods 
and 
their prevention than ever has been made. 
Appropriations amounting to many billions 
of dollars would have to be obtained from a 
Congress handicapped by aecUonaJ jealousy. 
With all these things mads possible,

feetiv© flood control

could be realized. It would be much longer 
before a national program of flood control 
could he worked out. If the nation really 
w ants effective flood control, It can't make 
up its mind too soon.

Many new dealers in the 
last two or three years h «\e pointed with 
pride to the fact Hist legislation under the 
Roosevelt administration has been patterned 
after the British models. In fact, it I* quite 
often insisted In administration circles that 
the United Slates is merely catching up with 
her Mister nation. Great Britain, on the mat 
ter of social legislation. 
But. Iii strike legislation, the United States 
is really far behind, and if the 
British 
statutes should be taken as a pattern, there 
will be some radical changes in the whole 
strike problem In America. For one thing, 
the British define strikes as legal or illegal, 
and they declare that it Is unlawful for any 
group of men to Intimidate or coerce fellow 


work me u or prevent the use of property by 
overt sets. 
Judging by a reading of the British laws, 
a sit-down strike would be illegal. Likewise. 
the British are careful to require that all 
funds contributed by labor for political pur. 
poses shall he publicly accounted for and 
separated from all other assets of labor 
unions In a sense, there is a supervision of 
the 
whole accounting of funds in 
labor 
unions. 
lf may be argued that, in the United 
Mates, under the common law. ample protec. 
’Ion Is given to property rights and that the 
British law would be superfluous. Actually, 
prosecutions by states or counties can be in­ 
stituted a t present sgalnst sit down strikers. 
but. because the question is novel and has 
become entangled in what some local offi- 
d a is believe to be a social and economic 
rather than a legal question, enforcem ent 
has virtually broken down. 


IN ENGLAND, the excesses of a general 
str<ke led to the British labor dlsputei act 
of 1927. and its was finally sanctioned by 
public opinion, including the labor party, as 
the only way to deal with industrial disturb­ 
ances. 
In the United States, the situation is rapid­ 
ly drifting into one which will inevitably re. 
quire some form of governmental super­ 
vision of labor unions, corresponding to the 
supervision which the federal and state gov. 
ernm ents exercise 
over 
corporations. 
At 
present, there Is legislation pending which 
would require corporations to take out a 
federal license if they do business in inter­ 
state commerce, it Im difficult to .«ee how the 
proposal could exclude labor unions from the 
necessity of faking out such licenses—a step 
toward government control—lf it is assumed 
that all industry ta to be supervised by gov- 
ernment. 
Heretofore, labor unions have been ex 
empted from the operations of a n titr u s t 
laws. and. in the national labor relations 
net, tie v were specifically exempted from 
prosecution for “unfair labor practices 
-th e 
linter being applied 
to employers 
alone. 
Today s strike situation in Michigan shows 
'hat the men who want to work have no re- 
dress. This may lead to something of the 
type of the British labor disputes act being 
passed, but not until there is an aggravation 
of the whole strike situation, coupled with 
plain disapproval by public opinion.

F the millions of income tax re­ 
turns that are filed annually, 
the vast majority are from salaried 
persons and wage earners whose in­ 
come is derived from personal ser­ 
vices.

OHIO COURT UPHOLDS

Defeated Official Falla In Battla 
To Retain Pott In County
